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Rejections based on 35 U.S.C.§ 102(e) 
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Rejections based on 35 V.S.C.§ 103(a) 
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Thus, the combined teachings of the cited art do not address the specific object of the 
instant invention to provide transient expression of the identified polynucleotides in vivo. For 
these reasons, the claimed invention is not obvious, within the meaning of section 103, over 
the combination of Brown et at in view of Wegner e, al. More critical, however, is the fact 
that these references are not available as prior art. 

CONCLVSION 

In view of the foregoing remarks and Declaration, it is respectfully urged mat the 
present claims are in condition for allowance upon consideration of the forthcoming data to be 
provided by Dr. Greenberge, An early notice of the granting of our Petition for Suspense 
of Action is earnestly solicted.
